I 
He left no will, and administrators 
began to close up his 
business.

patron of the firm. whose name Is not j 
given, 
bought from the estate 1"0 
shares of Philadelphia Traction com­ 
pany stock and IOO shares of stock of 
the United .states Steel corporation 
H* turned his account over to E. t 
Miller & 
Co., which firm sent the IOO ; 
shares of Traction stock to the Phila­ 
delphia Traction company’s office to 
have the transfer recorded.

tificate did not agree with the com­ 
pany’s books, and an 
investigation 
showed that the certificate had been J 
raised from six shares to IOO.

discovery was reported to E. C. Miller j
